In the, meantime the Robins in- 


terests had ponding an application to 
transfer their original license to a 
new location, the old Gift Shop site on 
Division street. 


Lcn Robins told The Star Monday 


night that the state's refusal to grant 
the new Bratton permit would result 
in tho withdrawal of the Robins' plea 
for transfer of the old permit.

A Fight For Life 


Hauptmann had been identified by 


a movie cashier and a gasoline sta- 
tion attendant as the man who passed 
bills from that same tainted bundle. 


But, under the American system, 


Hauptmann was innocent until proved 
guilty—and it soon became apparent 
that this former German machine gun- 
ner would fight for his life. 


He was indicted September 26 by a 


Bronx grand jury, charged with ex- 
torting the ?50,000 which was tossed 
over the wall of St. Raymond's cem- 
etery on April 2, 1932. 


Hauptmann pleaded innocent and 


bail of $100,000 was set. Colonel Lind- 
Iwrgh, unknown to the prisoner, look- 
ed Hauptmann over and decided Ws 
was the voice that cried ::Hcy, Doc- 
tor! " during the graveyard transac- 
tion—Iho "doctor" referring to Dr.

Then on October 8, the Huntordon 


county (N. J. ) grand jury indicted 
Hauptmann on a charge of murdering 
tho Lindbergh baby. 


The legal battle was on. Governor 


Lehman of New York granted extra- 
dition to New Jersey ... it was block- 
ed by habeas corpus proceedings . . . 
a New York supreme 
court justice 


ruled that Hauptmann 
must, 
stand 


trial in New Jersey . . . that decision 
won carried lo the apnclate division 
. . . Hauplmann lost. 


On October 20, a month after his 


arrest was announced, Bruno Richard 
Hauplmann was taken to Flemington, 
N. J., and lodged in the Hunterdon 
comity jail. 


Stolid, imperturbable, enigmatic, in- 


scrutable, stoical—Hauptmann called 
forth all the known adjectives as the 
crushing weight of evidence bore down 
upon him. But he was not crushed. 


Trial Set 


He stood before Justice Thomas W. 


Trenchard ()f the New Jersey supremo 
court on October 24 and pleaded not 
guilty.

Clemency Refused

The double denial of clemency-*-
